fkcttuii. The only luiuti aitigned For 
tltit opinion ii, that from the pectiliatty 
scatterrd alate of our ]vjpttLatio[i, the fees 
tu be taken by thr Deputy Regittran 
wuuhl not coinpeutate iheni for the lalniur 
requiaita in carrying out the pioviiion. of 
the Act. The obviotii answer lo thia ub- 
jectioii would lj*>. that if ihe benefit! of 
good registration werr really desirable for 
the public, any urhtirncy of fair re.mu- 
□ eralitin from fees uught Ut be made goad 
ul uf llie getietal revenue. But ihen 
the Comutittee were " nut prepared to re- 
eominrnd'' any arrangement of Ihe kind. 
The aute difficulty in the way of our ob- 
taining thia great dHidtratxm is, thee, 
according to the Report, thai it would 
coat ntouey. 

And yet, nartow aj * aa the range of 
their i nveattgatiotiB, aud iuprrfici&] at mat 
the view they look uf the itibjecl, Ihe 
Cuittmittee arrived at the cuncju.ton that 
'very great reniiaaneis ciiila in retpectio 
the prnt'itioin uf the etttctmenU" now in 
force, and that " the regtatration now pro- 
retaed tu be kept in the Regtairar -Gene- 
ral! Office it nflitttt, if any ratueatalir 
Tin . couclviaion ia amply borne out by 
the Hinutea of Evidence. The Reuii- 
THB-(jUntJUL infumn the rjommitlee (hat 
the return* are generally kept in a moat 
irreguhu- atay, becauae the Act of Council 
ia to indefinite with reference lu the 
forma." " The returna tuadr to iny 
oBce," he addi, "arc very unaatlifachiry ; 
they are made on alipi of paper, 
aoinetifnea not inure than an inch 
wide.'' Willi regard to one body 
uf religiuntaia, he aayi, "Ihe Ruoian Ca- 
tholic clergyrner) made no return) of either 
bapttamaor burial* from Iwt to IKitt, 
and very few in tome other yean." Thia 
• accounted for in the evidence of Ihe 
Rev. Mr. M Km H„t: on the ground that 
the Act of Council had not been brought 
to lb* notice of the clergymen. He atatei, 
however, that although their regiatera have 
nul been reported lo the RtvlKlBin.Ur.. 
kmal, ihey have been faithfully kept in 
the regiater book of each diatrict church, 
and that there would he ao tUfcvIty in 
furnlahing them lu the ReutiTaaa-GitNa- 
a^L.iniiudiug even all arreari. It ap> 
peara that the Roman Catholics, aa trell a* 
the Cbutch uf Ktigland, have a Biihop't 
. Offlce, in which aii the regiatnea 
of their own communion are certlrajiied 
every three uiotilh*. 

One of the two public regtatrtEa pro. 
tided by law ia, ilierefure, even in the 
thus uf caac* aaaigned to it, ao exceedingly 
irregular and incomplete, aa to be nearly 
uaelcai. 

It ii iiiucli tu be regretted that cun- 
cermag the other public regtalry. that of 
th* Biinor or Aiirnui, the Committee 
■ houlJ hare initilutrd uu inquiry M all. 
t naaon to belirte that Qui re- 
arould have been found to he in a 
huh em ciancy The brat Atcn- 
bawrjoM uf the colony took a warm in- 
tereat in teeing lhat all the record* under 
hi* control were faithfully and regularly 
kept up . and in ihu laudable aeal he ana* 
equalled by hit now Bight Reverend tuc- 
cencir. The Regiatera in lite Btihup'a 
Uflce extend Off! lbe enure period of the 
Colony * eaiaten.ee, and tiae number of 
nantea rrglalered therein are ctoae upon 
oar Aawrreaf 'foaHaf. lo the whole of

The object is, of coiune, lo enable tile 
puhlk lo aarerlain facia at the lej.t jkii- 
aiblr eapejiae of lime and Iriiulde ; with 
the ulrniiitt confidence in the accuracy of 
their statu units, and with the readiest 
mean* uf substantiating them aa legal 
etidence. If all the marriage*, baptisms, 
and tmriala in the colony were performed 
by the ministers of une letigious rum- 
uiutiion, a better aystem could not lie 
devised, perhaps, than that of the Church 
nf England, which hat thr twofold ad- 
vantage of legislative enactment faithfully 
complifd with, ond en le.iajtical supervi- 
sion st itc My eKerciaed. But as these cemj- 
moiiiejt are allowed by law lobe peifurmed 
by (He in in islets nf every denomination ; 
and as the denominations ate already nu- 
merous, and will probably become more 
so, mr tin nut see how the desired object 
is tu be realised hut hy some inch system 
aa that which has been for stime years 
in operation in Kngland. chi much of 
lhat sytietii as relates In the desig- 
nation uf its official head, we already 
indeed jioisess. We hive an officer bear- 
ing the title of Kki;iV[ MA-fiRMikiL of the 
colony | but we have seen that neither the 
duties with which the legislature has 
charged him, nur thr manner in which 
lliuv duties have been carried out, at all 
correajnmd with the name he brant. Ilia 
registries apply tu little inure than two- 
fiflhs of the population , and even of I hose 
two.fiflhs his record* are confessedly moal 
ttcomplete, 

Now, it v.Hi, sufficiently clear to 
admit uf no dispute, that nothing is 
wanted but to make the Rt:i>isTRftH.-Ur> 
mum., in fiu-i . what be already is in 
name — tu charge him with tbe duty of 
registering all ihe marriages, baptisms, and 
burials performed throughout the colony ; 
and tu furnish him with the hi .-an* of 
executing his duly in the way in which 
it ouglil lu be eitecuted- 

We gather From the Repurt of the 
Select CummiUee, that such waa the objeel 
of Ihe Bill referred lo them ; bul that it 
was to be carried out by the instrumen- 
tality nf Deputy Registrars. We see no 
uecefsily for these officers. They are 
requisite iu Kngland, because the cere- 
monies are there allowed to be performed 
by laymen, being regarded by the law 
a* civil observances. Here they are per- 
formed hy ministers uf religion only. 
Every in in tiler of religion is, therefore, a 
Diatrirt Registrar, and indeed a hrjmty 
Registrar. If of thr Church of England, 
he is the deputy of the Bishot's Regis- 
trar; if of any other communion, the 
drputy uf the Rr..>via U K'tit:Nt:a*i. of the 
colony. Wlni. then, can we possibly 
want with that array of civil ufflcera con- 
templated by ibe Co m in it lee, and the sup- 
posed cost of whose remuneration caused 
the Bill to be abandoned ' For the clergy 
of the Roman Catholic Church, the Rev. 
Mr. M 1 Ext roe unequivocally admits that 
ihere would be no diffimtty in furnishing 
their re I urns tu the RGuiaTasa-UiuiiaaL . 
that it would nol add much lo the labour 
uf the clergyman, lvhrn he enters the 
lame in his uu n register, to make a 
duplicate for thr purpose of sending to the 
RniiiaijtAR-GK}.»;av), The same admis- 
sion would douutlea* be made by the 
clergy of other denominations. 

It appeaca to us, therefore, that uulhing 
could lie more simple than the amend- 
ments required in our subsisting lawa, 
namely — Kim, to make i I imperative on 
all ministers to transmit lu the H n.itra nt- 
utstnL, at stated periods, duplicates of 
their registers, ur, if within the period 
there ha* been nu innniage, baptism, or 
burial jierformed, a declaration tu that 
effect i und, secondly, to make it iinpc* 
rative on the ItiLi-iiioi-fliMiin tu 
furnish all niiuistert with the printed 
forms upon which the duplicates are to 
be entered , and to exercise a vigilant 
care that the returns be, punctually and 
properly sent in. 

Aa regards the Church uf England, it 
would be of great public importance, thai 
a duplicate uf the registers now in that 
Bt m toe 'a Office, ahould be deposited in the 
office of the RnuisTBAa-fJsiMJiat. ; hulas 
the trauscripltou uf a hundred thousand 
entries, emending hack more than half a 
century, would be a work of considerable 
toil, and as the clergy of that Church have 
not hiihertu been required by law tu 
make returns to the clupreine Court or 
General Registry Office, we think the 
legislature could out justly demand the 
duplicate, without providing the means of 
remunerating the transcribers, 



NEW ZEALAND. 
Wt have received a voluminous tnau of 
parliamentary documents, constituting the 
Report from Ihe Select Committee of the 
House of Commons, on the subject of 
New Zealand, together with despatches 
and minutes of evidence concerning the 
state of that colony, anterior lo July, 
loll. 

A prominent feature of the Report ia to 
a*a*rt lhal the natives of New Zealand 
have no proprietary title to land that is 
not in their actual occupation, and that no 
such right waa conceded to them by the 
treaiy uf Waitangi. The chiefs of the 
Northern Island, iu return fur their ac- 
knowledgment and acceptance of British 
sovereignty, were, by the treaty, proiniwd 
protection, and were guaranteed in the 
poaaesaion of all landa herd by them in- 
dividually and rullectively ; hut the terms 
apply tu lands actually oempwl and ea- 
joytd, and not lo w ild uncultivated Landa 
which had never before been appropriated. 
That such waa the undentanding of the 

HuinrU overmen! appears t the charter 

which erected New Zealand into a sepa- 
rate and independent colony. It is there 
distinctly shuw n that nothing shurt of 
"atttial occupation and enjeyineot" estab- 
lish the native title tu the land, while the 
rule is laid down that all other land* 
niiisi lie considered to be vested iu the 
Crown by virtue of the sovereignty lhat 
bad been assumed. By thr term land* 
held cullectieely, we are to understand 
such aa hair been cultivated in common 
by a tribe, ur fat est* BciuMy u*ed for 
cutti ng timber, 

Thr principle involved in thia i liter - 
"ormad U» Ittlj of a 
fcjf the 



Near Month Wales, for the regulation nf 
New Zealand as a dependent colony. It 
was contended by Ilia Kitvi.uun Y. in 
his address to the Legislative Council, 
lhat ihe uniiviliited inhabilanis of nny 
country have but a qualified dominion 
0V« it, ur a righi of occupancy only, 
and lhat until ihey ettablisli among 
themselves a settled furni of go i ennui' nt, 
aud siihjugale the ground tu llieir iitvn 
use by the culnsation of il, they canuut 
grant lo individuals not of their own ttib* 
any portion of it : fur the simple reaiun 
lhal they hare nut iu themselves any 
individual property in il. 

The treaty uf Waitangi is asaerted by 
the Committee not ouly to have been 
fraught with inconvenience in its applica- 
tion, hut lo have been wholly unnecessary 
for securing the right of sovereignty lo 
Great Britain, inasmuch as the New 
Zealandera were aware lhat it waa tu their 
interest to secure the protection of the 
British Crown, by the concession* of 
sovereignty. The treaty is also censured, 
on account of the ambiguity uf its terma, 
which hasmislrd the Culonial atithorilirs. 
It is suggested lhat the Sovereignly of the 
Northern Islands might have been at 
once assumed, on the ground of prior dis- 
covery, and from lhat absolute necessity of 
fatalilishing the authority uf the Urilish 
Crown, for tbe protection of the natives 
Iheinselers, when so large a number of 
British snhjects had irregularly settled 
among (hem as to make II indispensable 
to provide some meansof maintaining good 
der. This waa the course actually par- 
ed with respect to the Middle and 
Soulfiem Islands, lo which the treaty uf 
Waitangi did not even nominally extend. 

It appears from the evidence before the 
Committee, that scarcely a thousandth 
part of the available laud of New Zealand 
was actually in the occupation of the 
natives. The acknowledgment of their 
right tu demand payment for unoccupied 
lands is asserted tu hare beru detrimental 
both lu themselves and lo Ihe Kurupran, 
inasmuch as tbe advancement of coloni- 
zation haa been thereby retarded, Wilh 
respect to the settlers, by preventing them 
for su long a period frum obtaining pos- 
se itsion, by a settiie title, of the land they 
require fur cultivation, it haa given a 
serious check tu Ihe prugreas of improve- 
ment. To the natives, this policy has 
been tlill more injurious; it has created a 
strung feeling of irritation between them 
and the stiller, fioin the existence of 
which they cannot fail ultimate!) to be 
the chief sufferers, Tbe large amount uf 
property they have receired in payment 
for land, which was previously of nu real 
use to them, instead of being of permanent 
acEvanlage, has Wen speedily and impro- 
videully consumed, ind hat unly served 
to excite the pasaicm of cupidity , and lo 
produce quarrels among themselves, which, 
in one case at least, has broken out in open 
. Even Mr. Guanine Chief Protector, 
who has insisted ao much upon their 
obtaining a very high price for their land, 
ha* admitted that the " sudden affluence" 
to which Ihey have been raised, has had 
an unfriendly influence on their moral 
improvement." The worst consequence 
of tbr course which haa been, pursued 
is. thai il haa lowered the authority uf 
Government over the nslirea, and has 
given lise to claims, which, it ia greatly to 
be feared, they will not peaceably be 
brought to forgo, and which canuot be 
admitted without the sacrifice of the 
principal means of promoting the advance- 
ment of the ctjluny. 

The erroneous polity of Ihe colonial 
authorities concerning the rights of the 
natives, has, in the opinion of the Com- 
mittee, occasioned all the difficulties 
which hare been encountered in New 
Zealand. These effects, iu fact, " arc dis- 
tinctly recognised by* the public servant! 
of the colony, by whoin that policy has 
been chiefly maintained." How far it 
inighl now be possible 10 adopt a new 
tine of policy is a distinct qursliun. The 
Committee are sensible of the great diffi- 
eully that may be experienced in changing 
it, and " are not prepared to recummend 
lhat ihe Governor of New Zealand should 
be ptfemptorily ordered to assert the rights 
uf the Crown, as they believe them to mist. 
All they advise is, that he should have 
explained to him what these rights are, 
and shuuld be directed lu adopt such 
measures aa be may consider beat calcu* 
luted lo meet the difficulties of the case, 
and to establish the title of the Crown to 
all unoccupied land, as soon as this can 
be safely accomplished, He ought to be 
directed to grant legal titles to the actual 
occupants of land, unless under special 
circilmaiances of abuse, in which cases 
he should require reasonable payment 
from the settlers for land so granted tu 
them. 

The high price of land is idrerted to as 
another impediment to the well-being of 
the colony, inasmuch at it takes from the 
settler the means of bringing out the re' 
sources of a country. The rising demand* 
of the native* are also alluded to. It apjirars 
from a report of Mr. Spa is, a Crown Com- 
missioner, that from five to aix thousand 
pounds will be required lu comprnsale 
them for the blocks of land already sur- 
veyed by the New Zealand Company in 
the soulhera parts of the Northern Island, 
The Committee haaing its attention 
directed to the Wairau maatacrr, and also 
tuttsidering the necessity of enforcing 
subordination, recommend a small armed 
steamer to be placed tl the disposal of the 
UovEatiot, in order lhat His Excellency 
may pioceed with despatch froua place lo 
place as his presence may be required. A 
militia, composed of settlers, intermixed 
even with natives, is considered necessary, 
ii being understood that the Governor 
shuuld have a sufficient proportion of 
regular troop* not to be entirely depen- 
dent on Ihe militia foraupport. *' We are 
further disrioaed tu believe," adds the re- 
port, " thai advantage might result from 
endeavouring lo create a permanent na- 
tive force under Eurupean officers, but in 
which their own chiefs mighl perhaps hold 
commands . such a fore* would probably 
afford not unly a cheap addition lo thr 
military power of the Governor, but also a 
valuable instrument forgradoally training 
the natives to habits of order and anbor- 
dination." 

There are few, we believe, who are ac- 
quainted wilh ibe character and tiabiis 
of the New Zealaudrr, who will agree 
ia Ibis laal recouimenditiiuri. und-i pieavtil

And again, since duelting baa 
descended to ui from time immemorial, ud 
with practical impunity, if not npolauxo, it 
would be vain to attetnpt suddenly tu- uproot 
that which hai grown t<> ton* in our custom*, 
All tht^efprr, that can rairly tie dun* a* ludety 
os yet aaiat* t» meet It with useful paliiitivti 
inatcad of impractlctble pmlilhitiorti ; to put 
it, in fact, under the rye md rorrettioti nf the 
Ittw i nol iu much to wage war with duelling 
itself, u with those who ptuvuke and compel

W couiti ol law ; anmher deliveird traitor* 
and muttlerefs tu their appointed judge*; ■ 
third lupurseiied the luiiahtlyright of redressing i 
wrung! and rescuing the innocent ; a fiiurth ' 
titbaue even ihe privilege* of the lis I* , but th* j 
ai„g]* combat*, wlthnugh no longer counte- 
nanced by kings on J comrts. and though [ 
inbieetssl even u, nommal penaltlea, still met . 
with teal applsussi, and many a gallant won hi* 1 
mistress by the slaughter of hi* rival, llut 
gradually thi* *pplau*e lessen eti, and csuscs 
•ud «x> sssiisw, wbirh had formerly juitided a 
challenge, came to submit thrnuclre* to tbe 
arbitration of law, or to publio opinion. Kx- 
phnation* were talmitteii, ind society ceased 
to require, as a feather in the eapofamanof 
bonom, tbal he had killed hu man. Duelling 
then subsided, lo beeoate the nnweloome 
tesouiKe of the gnod and the brave, and the 
priied i>Ki«rsvdihg only of lite bully, the 
gambler, and the profligate.

Dualling did not prevent these outrages, 
whieh we have taken from among the highest 
personages as a sample of the wfiole ; but f| 
did, what ia infinitely tni*ohieTQui~it «nW 
them. It was the gal* through which the 
offender re-enleied iKe pale of th* lociety he 
had outraged. For in nine cam nut of ten It 
ia the man who hu dime the wrung, er who i* 
subst*nti»lly in the wrong, thai wcis and [Io- 
nia by the duel : like tlie sheet of ish- ,* wife, 
it It his penance, but unlike, lure it it not 
whit*, but blood coloured. There l* no periple 
with whom duelling i* to freiguent, and so fe- 
rocious, si the Americans of the United Ktatas, 
and most especially of the Isuuthem and tV est. 
emlstste*; and there is no elsai of a rank in 
Ufa cnrveimniding with them whnae manner* 
as* so rude, add with whom the bowie-knife 
tnd Lynch law — stabbing and mob murder — 
•re an frequent. And 1* the duel their cor-

triumph* in a fatal duel should e*c*pe 
as he Row doll, unpunished and almost 
unreprnvnd. All our bettet and tnore sobei 
feelings answer no t_il i* only legal impunity 
whieh real rain, their expression and preva, 
Iftlico We are no d»ei|>lea of llubbe*; but it 
is idle tn deny how much of public, morals, and 
or juat nullum of right and wrong, depend on 
the administration of public law. How tnsny 
offence* are there which should touch strongly 
the rnuscience, but which public opinion still 
["Seniles or approves, only because the law 
cannot or will nut math them r-~tnd theie are 
othen which happily since the law ha* reached 
tin-in, have fallen into diarcpule, ltcartaitily 
would be iniuiicly belter that public m,iHUt 
reitcii un hialier ■■nctions than mere Law — and 
tu a catiaidcrable extent they do -, hut the 
penalties uf the one Table instant and 
obvious, thuse of the other remote and umeeti I 
and thescforc. loo frequently, when the first 
fail or retime to net, the second lose their force, 
and a ipuriou* judgment, a compromise of 
publiu npinion, is formed— the conventional 
lakes the place of the just. To remedy thia 
is the object of all legislation, whose constant 
tendency should be, to bring the tliree great 
ruling influences, the civil, the social, and the 
divine, into harmony Thio has gradually been 
advancing ss to many thing* i and wb think 
the time hoi come, when, with respect la duel- 
ling, Lhc hitheTiodeid leiter prohibition of the 
law might be exchunged foriome practical and 
■pproved penalty, which would at once amend 
mil strengthen pthlie opinion. And certainly 
the time has come when a real and icriuua re- 
sponsibility iriglit to be attached tu the con- 
duel uf seconds ; because, a* must dud* might 
be prevented by tho prudence, temperance, 
and tirinueas of the seconds, tticy ou^ht to 
lulfer whsneviTthey eithcruov lonely misuse, or 
heeiilesaly omit to use the means which their 
situation sffijrd* tu effect an arrangement ; or 
■■■ tbey continue, by their ptesence, to 
eauctinn a meeting urigiimling in unjustifiable 
and unwarrantable, expicaiions of behavitiur. 

lieynnd all douMt, lighting a duel is a breach 
of the peace. Let it then be *u classed end so 
puniihe.l — aaeh duel aceording toils enormity 
und Jot this enormity, together with the reipee 
live guilt of the levtjrt] psrtiel concornoi!, be 
tried by a jury, and decided by their verdict, a* 
in tho eaae of other offence*. It will then be 
discovered how tbe quarrel arose nut of which 
the duel grew; who gseo tbe offence t what 
nflers of apology, redreas, or retraction were 
made i how thee were met, why refused ; and 
sll those other circumitsnce* which distinguish 
the case of a bully, or aptofessed and inllruelcd 
duellist, from that of a forced defender nf his 
honur. The result of these cu.piiue* in pre- 
sence „f a judge and jury would lead lo that 
discrimination uf guilt, and apportionment of 
punishment, without which nu law can work 
weif i BTid ninruover truu eourage, thus eifted, 
would etand utit in honest relief, honour, 
and free from the surreptitious qualities which 
too ftflen fighl under their mask. Friends and 
relatives also, when the |iunislimenl was no 
lunger excessive, would uuiilu forward tn aaaist 
to expose and convict those who had forced un 
thu duel, or who had not done their utmoat to 
prevent it. 

It may be sold that Iheic arc ■attati and 

questions uf Tit too line and defioate a tenure 
tn come befuru a jory and tu be duly nppre* 
cured by such a tribunal ; — that the honour 
mil sensibility of a gentleman wuuld shrink 
front so maltf t.of-f*"t and threadbare a tctu- 
tiny. There may, it tir*t si r Ih. appear sorne 
tfround for this objection, but time would nr 
ahniild remove It'; fur substantially it leils 
only on prijudice, and exuluaive pretensious 
In Lita.l ihis i* not tlietaM; end in the mo*t 
ddicaio of all eni|uires— in that wherein Ihe 
u u nag ei 1 feeling, are must tender, acd whele- 
in it i. moat desirable id tpue them, and wh*»o 
publicity confer* Ljuosiiiinablo benetlls— 
iu the honour of the marriage bed, etetn law 
■ nd public advantage have overruled , and the 
honour, the conduct, and donuitic relation* • 
the proudest, have been laid bare, inveaiigoitil 
and asaeased in open court, at so many 
pounds, shillings, and pence ; and morality has 
gained by it, Fat the vindication uf the bua- 
bnnd's honour is now almost entirely trane- 
fencd from tlie ■ words to the law t truth ind 
equity transpirs ; and the vices and nugLect of 
the profligate are ex posed and corrected by 
nominal damage* and virtual defeat, rio, too, 
in duels, the viulcnt and provoking would be 
exputod ond puniibed, tbe plscaWs and injured 
pmlecled ; and, generally, tho advantage of 
bringing common MsMi and rommon jiitue* to 
best upon quarrels, would en me tu be felt and 
acknowledged. At all event*, the equal ad. 
minuuttion of the law would be vindicated f 
we should Lear no more on thii aubyect of on* 
law for the rich and another for th* poor i 
we should no longer bare enacted the solemn 
iucu of an " unfortunate gentleman" tried 
fur murder, with the certainty of his lagal 
escape and of his moral guilt- All other 
rls it* of th* community lubmit their quarrel*, 
when they issue in sass.nl, to the arbitration of 
the liw : and when gentlemen ehuuse to quar- 
rel, and lo commit breaches of the [e*e* by 
fighting duel* and endangering lives, they wo 
mutt Leam to autm.it to hive their conduct and 
proceedings enquired into, and purtuhed an. 
cording to their misdeeds, and according to taw. 
The lime bu gone by fbr court* of honour ; 
they belonged to Ih* day* of *xcluaive pri- 
vilege* and eidurive classes- All who now 
offend mul no* bow their head* to cm* com- 
mon law. Every eliss has naturally a self 
centring aggressive principle, which aapiie* ta 
overide that of other*, and which chafes tuidec, 
the reitnlnt of general law. Hut il i* the very 
abject of law to bind together theae discordant 
principles, by reatzaining their exclusive, ten. 
dencie*, and • com pel I ing each tn submit 
IU own o ret weening pretensions to the 
central intelligence which cnnaulta for 
the commun good. It is thi* general 
submission to th* on*) *b*tricl authority which 
constitutes tho owane* and the perfection of tlx* 
tueittl s'.-le.

These are all the penalties we would mil ii-t.
